Just as the Colony was beginning to consider 
itself immune from typhoons, for at least some 
Iiméto come, after its pppalling’experiences of 
Tuesday last, the full tale of terrible disaster.in 
connection with which has not yet been-told, 
and business was heing resumed after the.in- 
teruption’ caused by that storm, trams once 
hgdin running, bothon the tower level and up 
lo the Peak, *fersies crnssing: the, harbour, all 
according to daily custom, and things were, fip- 
parently, shaping themselves to the normal, 
comes atelegramfrom the Manila Observatory, 
which, through the courtesy of the American 
Consul, we were enabled to publish in our last 
tyening’s ‘issue, to the effect. that another 
typhoon was off Manila on ‘Tuesday afternoon, 
being then N.N.E, of, Manila, nod maving: pro:
